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HISTORY       OF       THE 


TRUST 


The  Massachusetts  Environmental  Trust  was  established  in  1988 
with  initial  funding  from  a  $2  million  settlement  from  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  violations  of  the  federal 
Clean  Water  Act  in  Boston  Harbor.  Within  four  years,  12  reme- 
diation, research,  and  education  projects  were  completed  with 
the  monies  from  this  settlement,  and  the  Trust  had  become  a  key 
force  in  promoting  increased  awareness,  understanding,  and  pro- 
tection of  the  Massachusetts  marine  environment.  In  1996,  the 
Trust  expanded  the  geographic  scope  of  its  programs  to  embrace 
the  water  resources  of  the  entire  state. 

Initially  established  as  an  instrumentality  of  the  state,  the  Trust 
operates  with  independent  financial  and  policy-making  status, 
enabling  it  to  provide  grants  to  nonprofit  organizations,  munici- 
palities, and  individuals  in  support  of  their  efforts  to  restore  and 
protect  the  Commonwealth's  natural  resources.  The  Trust's  pri- 
mary sources  of  income— settlement  proceeds  and  environmental 
license  plate  revenues — have  funded  more  than  270  grants  total- 
ing nearly  $8  million  and  have  helped  to  establish  the  Trust  as 
one  the  largest  environmental  funders  in  the  state. 

Throughout  its  history,  the  Trust  has  sought  to  be  responsive  to 
emerging  opportunities  and  environmental  needs  through  its 
grantmaking.  From  an  initial  offering  of  one  funding  program, 
General  Grants,  to  its  current  suite  of  seven,  the  Trust  furthers  its 
mission  through  the  strategic  design,  implementation,  and  review 
of  its  grants  programs.  In  2000,  the  Trust's  programs  explored  such 
avenues  as  the  expansion  of  environmental  philanthropy 
(Community  Foundation  Endowment  Program),  the  building  of 
nontraditional  coalitions  and  partnerships  (New  Alliances 
Program),  and  the  development  of  proactive  efforts  on  behalf  of 
the  state's  water  and  related  resources  (New  Horizons  Program). 


LETTER         FROM'      THE 

CHAIRMAN 

As  we  enter  the  new  millennium,  we  find  ourselves  living  in  quite  a  different  world  than  that  of  just  thirty 

years  ago,  when  the  tide  of  environmental  change  began  to  turn.  The  first  Earth  Day  and  the 

1970  Clean  Air  Act  were  watershed  events  whose  impact  still  resonates  three  decades  later. 

They  in  turn  initiated  a  chain  reaction  of  legislative  programs  designed  to  protect  and  restore  the  health  of 

our  threatened  environment,  including  the  Clean  Water  Act  of  1977. 

These  activities  spawned  a  renewed  concern  for  our  environmental  resources  and  the  birth  of  organizations — 
both  large  and  small — that  have  made  great  strides  in  reclaiming  our  natural  heritage. 
The  Massachusetts  Environmental  Trust  is  proud  of  its  history  of  funding  many  of  these  organizations  to 
make  a  significant  difference  in  the  preservation  of  our  Commonwealth's  water  resources. 

As  one  of  the  few  organizations  in  the  country  that  channels  monies  from  settlements  directly  back 

into  the  environment,  we  have  been  instrumental  in  helping  to  restore  our  state's  waters  and  related  habitats 

with  some  $3.4  million  in  settlement  proceeds.  In  2000,  we  received  a  $500,000  settlement, 

the  largest  since  the  initial  funding  of  the  Trust  in  1988  when  it  was  established  to  manage  $2  million 

in  settlement  monies  to  clean  up  Boston  Harbor.  In  addition  to  these  funds  that  are  applied  to 

our  Restricted  Grants  Program,  revenue  generated  from  our  environmental  license  plates  has  enabled  us  to 

make  almost  $8  million  in  grants  to  organizations  that  have  had  a  remarkable  impact  on  increasing 

public  awareness  and  on  understanding  of  these  issues.  This  makes  us  one  of  the  largest  environmental  grant 

makers  within  the  Commonwealth. 

From  vernal  ponds,  lakes  and  streams,  to  coastal  waters  and  rushing  rivers,  the  purview  of  the  Massachusetts 

Environmental  Trust  has  grown  to  embrace  water  resources  throughout  the  entire  state.  We  have 

funded  diverse  programs  that  range  from  protection  of  our  drinking  water  supply  to  sustaining  the  habitats 

of  rare  and  indicator  species,  and  from  groundwater  management  to  environmental  publications 

and  educational  programs. 

This  Annual  Report  details  our  various  grant  programs  and  the  funds  the  Trust  awarded  in  2000 

to  organizations  throughout  the  state — from  Cape  Cod  to  the  Berkshires.  It  also  details  how  we  channel 

settlement  monies  from  various  lawsuits.  In  addition,  we  are  pleased  to  have  added  a  full-time 

staff  member,  bringing  our  total  to  three. 

The  Trust  continues  to  strive  to  further  its  mission  through  developing  innovative  grant  programs 

that  encourage  environmental  philanthropy,  coalitions  and  partnerships,  and  proactive  efforts  on  behalf  of 

our  water  and  related  resources.  With  independent  financial  and  policy-making  status, 

the  Trust  continues  to  be  responsive  to  environmental  concerns.  We  are  proud  of  our  twelve-year  heritage 

and  poised  to  step  into  a  year  of  even  greater  possibilities  for  our  environment  in  2001. 
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EXECUTIVE 


DIRECTOR 


This  past  year  I  was  fortunate  to  have  the  opportunity  to  visit  the  Galapagos  Islands,  renowned  as  an 
evolutionary  and  ecological  crossroads  where  the  intrinsic  value  of  biodiversity  and  the  ecological  principles 
of  interconnectedness  and  interdependency  are  exquisitely  obvious.  This  pristine  environment, 
however,  strikes  a  precarious  balance  with  the  presence  and  impact  of  humans.  Recently  the  scales  were 
tipped  when  an  oil  spill  threatened  the  islands  and  the  many  species  that  rely  on  the  coastal  zone. 

While  here  in  Massachusetts  we  have  no  marine  iguanas  or  Galapagos  penguins,  our  state's  biodiversity 
and  natural  resources  are  no  less  wonderful  or  important,  and  we  are  no  less  bound  by  ecological  principles. 
As  the  third  most  densely  populated  state  in  the  nation,  Massachusetts'  natural  communities 
and  human  communities  are  inseparable. 

We  are  familiar,  by  now,  with  many  of  the  negative  impacts  human  activities  can  have  on  the  natural 
environment.  Urban  and  suburban  sprawl,  the  introduction  of  non-native  species,  and  the  overuse  of  natural 
resources  are  leading  to  polluted  land  and  waterways,  a  rapid  loss  of  open  space  and  species  diversity, 
and  an  overall  decline  in  the  quality  of  life  for  us  and  for  future  generations. 

Our  prospects,  however,  are  not  entirely  bleak.  Working  tirelessly  throughout  the  state  are  hundreds 

of  agencies,  organizations,  and  individuals  who  are  trying  to  strike  a  balance  between  the  needs  of  humans 

and  the  environment.  The  Trust  is  fortunate  to  work  with  these  dedicated  people,  and  this  report 

serves  as  testament  to  many  of  their  achievements  in  2000.  We  are  proud  of  our  twelve-year  history  of 

funding  important  efforts  to  protect  and  enhance  the  state's  water  and  related  resources,  and  I  am  grateful  to 

all  the  organizations  and  individuals  who  contribute  their  time  and  effort  to  these  endeavors.

With  the  publication  of  Silent  Spring  in  1962,  Rachel  Carson 
inspired  a  new  appreciation  for  the  delicate  balance  between 
humans  and  the  environment.  Since  that  time,  we've  gained  a 
greater  understanding  of  our  impact  on  the  environment  and  the 
implications  for  future  generations.  Short-sighted  and  careless 
human  actions  contribute  to  the  pollution  and  exhaustion  of  the 
resource  we  depend  upon  to  feed  and  replenish  all  living  things 
on  earth:  water.  We  depend  on  the  ocean,  lakes,  ponds,  streams 
and  watersheds  for  sustenance,  but  they  in  turn  depend  on  us  for 
protection  from  contamination  and  depletion. 


In  recent  years,  we  have  made  great  strides  in  reclaiming  our 
waters  and  educating  ourselves  about  our  impact  on  nature. 
We  recognize  that  all  waters  are  bound  together  in  a  complex 
relationship.  Watersheds  are  a  point  of  entry  for  the  pollution  of 
streams  and  rivers,  and  eventually  coastal  waters.  Never  before 
has  there  been  such  concerted  effort  to  protect  the  environment. 
New  grassroots  groups  are  forming  throughout  the  Common- 
wealth, state  conservation  agencies  are  developing  and  delivering 
more  effective  programs,  and  new  alliances  are  forming  between 
these  conservationists  and  other  sectors  of  society,  including  busi- 
nesses, schools,  health  care  providers,  and  the  arts  community. 

By  using  innovative  techniques  to  accumulate  funds  for  grant- 
making,  the  Massachusetts  Environmental  Trust  plays  a  unique 
role  in  protecting  our  water  resources  and  watersheds.  We  turn 
settlement  proceeds  from  environmental  lawsuits  into  targeted 
grants  that  address  specific  environmental  problems.  Through  the 
Trust's  environmental  license  plate  program,  we  provide  individ- 
uals with  an  opportunity  both  to  raise  environmental  awareness 
and  to  contribute  to  the  advancement  of  the  Trust's  mission. 

We  can  make  a  difference.  We  are  both  humbled  by  and  proud 
of  this  opportunity  to  help  safeguard  Massachusetts'  waters  and 
related  resources. 
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Three  percent  of  the  Commonwealth's  surface  is  covered  by  open 
water,  including  more  than  10,000  miles  of  rivers  and  streams 
and  1,638  ponds  and' lakes.  The  Massachusetts  coastline 
stretches  1,519  picturesque  miles  and  features  684  barrier 
beaches,  48,000  acres  of  salt  marsh,  and  more  than  40,000  acres 
of  tidal  flats  and  productive  estuaries.  With  the  increase  in  the 
Trust's  purview — from  the  waters  of  the  coastal  region  to  those  of 
the  entire  state — came  the  added  challenge  of  addressing  the 
pressing  environmental  concerns  of  the  state's  28  watersheds  and 
diverse  ecoregions. 

The  Massachusetts  Environmental  Trust  has  been  instrumental  in 
supporting  forward-looking  projects  that  improve  the  health  and 
quality  of  our  water  resources  statewide  for  future  generations. 
Since  1988,  we  have  awarded  nearly  $8  million  in  grants  for  over 
270  projects,  which  have  benefitted  more  than  200  non-profit 
organizations  and  municipalities.  Our  grants  have  supported 
efforts  to  monitor  pollution  levels  in  waterways,  protect  endan- 
gered species,  nurture  partnerships  between  business  leaders  and 
environmentalists,  and  raise  the  public's  awareness  of  threats  to 
natural  resources  and  the  opportunities  for  conservation.

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The  Massachusetts  Environmental  Trust  strives  to  identify  and 
develop  innovative  techniques  to  build  funds  that  will  benefit 
our  environment.  The  Trust  is  one  of  the  few  organizations  in 
the  country  that  uses  settlement  monies  from  lawsuits  to  fund 
environmental  conservation  efforts.  We  leverage  our  grant  dollars 
by  encouraging  and,  in  some  cases,  requiring  matching  funds. 
And  we  maintain  a  steady  source  of  funding  from  our  highly 
successful  environmental  license  plate  program. 

Channeling  Settlement  Funds  Back  to  the  Environment       Driven  to  Support  Our  Environment 


Since  its  initial  charge  to  administer  the  $2  million  Boston 
Harbor  settlement,  the  Trust  has  become  a  national  model  for 
channeling  settlement  monies  to  organizations  that  are  poised 
to  help  our  threatened  waters.  Nearly  $4  million  in  settlement 
proceeds  have  been  directed  to  the  Massachusetts  Environmental 
Trust,  allowing  us  to  fund  26  grants  that  have  had  a  widespread 
impact  on  the  environment. 

In  2000,  the  Trust  received  the  largest  single  payment  in  its 
twelve-year  history  since  the  Boston  Harbor  settlement.  The 
Commonwealth  directed  $500,000  to  the  Trust  as  a  result  of  a 
lawsuit  settlement  with  Global  Petroleum  Corporation  for  a  series 
of  gasoline  leaks  that  polluted  Chelsea  Creek  and,  consequently, 
Boston  Harbor.  As  stipulated  in  the  settlement  agreement,  the 
funds  will  be  used  to  secure  significant  environmental  and  public 
health  benefits  by  controlling  discharges  of  contaminated  storm 
water  and  remediating  pollution  in  Town  Line  Brook,  which 
flows  through  Revere,  Maiden,  and  Everett. 

The  Trust  reached  another  milestone  in  2000  when  it  added 
a  Restricted  Grants  Program  Coordinator  to  its  staff.  While 
managing  the  program's  many  active  grants  and  advisory 
committees,  the  Coordinator  will  also  work  to  build  awareness  in 
the  legal  community  about  the  Trust's  unique  ability  to  receive 
settlement  proceeds.  This  increased  capacity  to  receive  and 
manage  settlement  funds  enables  the  Trust  to  provide  more 
support  for  environmental  conservation  efforts  across  the  state. 


Over  60,000  Massachusetts  drivers  currently  display  one  of  the 
Trust's  three  environmental  license  plates.  The  tax-deductible 
contribution  that  each  driver  makes  to  obtain  a  plate  has  gener- 
ated revenues  of  more  than  $7.2  million  to  date.  This  revenue  is 
subsequently  granted  out  through  the  Trust's  Unrestricted  Grants 
Program  each  year  to  benefit  the  water  and  related  resources  of 
Massachusetts. 

All  Massachusetts  drivers  have  the  option  of  selecting  a  "Preserve 
the  Trust"  license  plate  at  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles,  allow- 
ing citizens  to  proudly  display  their  support  for  the  environment. 
The  three  plates  offer  widespread  appeal  and  are  representative  of 
the  coastal,  central,  and  western  regions  of  the  state.  The  first  and 
most  popular  plate,  offered  since  1994,  features  the  fluke  of  a 
northern  right  whale  and  two  roseate  terns.  Both  of  these  animals 
are  federally  listed  endangered  species  and  rely  on  Massachusetts 
resources  for  their  survival.  Encouraged  by  public  response  to  the 
first  plate,  and  eager  to  reflect  its  recently  expanded  commitment 
to  the  entire  state,  the  Trust  worked  with  legislators  to  introduce 
a  second  plate  in  1998  featuring  a  brook  trout.  A  native  to  the 
state's  western  streams,  the  brook  trout  serves  as  a  symbol  of  both 
the  pristine  water  in  which  the  fish  thrives,  and  the  recreational 
benefits  of  a  healthy  environment.  Finally,  in  1999,  the  Trust 
introduced  the  Blackstone  Valley  license  plate,  featuring  the 
image  of  a  water  mill  building.  The  Blackstone  Valley,  running 
through  the  central  part  of  the  state,  was  the  birthplace  of  the 
American  Industrial  Revolution  and  exemplifies  the  connection 
between  a  healthy  economy  and  healthy  waterways.  Together,  the 
three  plates  generated  $1.2  million  in  revenue  this  year. 
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The  Massachusetts  Environmental  Trust  draws  on  the  national 
and  international  environmental  perspectives  of  our  Board,  staff, 
and  advisors  to  initiate  grant  programs  for  Massachusetts.  We 
establish  advisory  boards  of  individuals  from  business,  academia, 
non-profits,  and  government  agencies  to  ensure  that  our  process 
is  fair  and  inclusive  and  that  our  projects  have  the  strongest 
potential  for  success. 

In  addition,  the  Trust  consults  with  a  variety  of  environmental 
specialists  to: 

•  Encourage  public  involvement  in  activities  that  promote, 
protect,  and  restore  these  biologically  diverse  water 

and  related  resources  as  public  treasures 

•  Encourage  other  philanthropies  to  increase  their 
commitment  to  the  environment 


Work  in  conjunction  with  litigators  to  disburse  the 
proceeds  of  environmental  settlements  for  projects  that 
restore  damaged  resources  or  prevent  future  harm  to 
the  environment 

Identify  and  fund  innovative,  collaboration-based  projects 
that  promise  to  yield  the  greatest  impact  on  behalf 
of  the  environment 

Work  in  concert  with  environmental  organizations, 
educational  institutions,  government  agencies,  corporations, 
and  individuals  to  increase  understanding  of  Massachusetts 
waters  and  the  effect  of  human  activities  upon  them

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Since  its  inception,  the  Massachusetts  Environmental  Trust  has 
been  a  national  model  for  the  innovative  management  and 
distribution  of  funds  from  environmental  lawsuit  settlements. 
When  entrusted  with  these  funds,  we  have  made  great  strides 
in  helping  to  restore  our  state's  waters  and  related  habitats. 
Since  1988,  we  have  channeled  nearly  $4  million  in  settlement 
funds  into  environmental  conservation  efforts.  Funds  awarded 
through  this  program  are  referred  to  as  Restricted  Grants  as 
they  must  often  conform  to  specific  conditions  outlined  in  the 
settlements.  In  2000,  the  Trust  awarded  Restricted  Grants  to  four 
organizations. 

Fall  River  Project 

In  1999,  the  Trust  received  a  $100,000  settlement  payment  to 
be  used  "in  accordance  with  the  Trust's  procedures  for  a  water- 
related  environmental  project  that  will  contribute  to  urban 
redevelopment  in  Fall  River."  The  Trust  awarded  grants  totaling 
$100,000  to  three  organizations  in  Fall  River. 

City  of  Fall  River  -  $42,000 

To  expand  environmental  education  in  the  Fall  River  schools  and 
community  through  the  integration  of  environmental  education 
into  the  8th  grade  science  curriculum  in  Fall  River,  and  through 
teacher  workshops  and  professional  support,  as  well  as  place-based 
educational  programs.  The  Massachusetts  Audubon  Society  and 
the  Lloyd  Center  for  Environmental  Studies  are  partners  with  the 
City  on  this  effort. 

Qr eater  Fall  River  Land  Conservancy  -  $30,280 
To  enhance  protection  of  the  Fall  River  municipal  water  supply 
system  by  acquiring  an  important  privately  owned,  undeveloped 
land  parcel  in  the  Copicut  Reservoir  Watershed.  The  Trust's  grant 
leveraged  an  additional  award  from  the  Massachusetts  Self-Help 
Land  Acquisition  Program. 

Qreen  Futures  -  $27,720 

To  advance  the  implementation  of  a  system  of  urban  greenways  as 
recommended  in  the  1997  Fall  River  Open  Space  and  Recreation 
Plan  by  developing  and  implementing  environmental  education 
programs  consisting  of  visual  materials,  cable  programming,  and 
guided  tours. 


Cambridge  Reservoir  Project 

In  2000,  the  Trust  awarded  its  final  grant  from  the  $95,000  in 
settlement  proceeds  and  fines  to  the  Cambridge  Reservoir 
Project.  As  described  in  the  settlement  agreement,  these  funds 
were  to  be  used  "for  improvement  of  the  water  quality  of  the 
Cambridge  Reservoir  watershed,  including  but  not  limited  to 
education,  citizen  action,  or  watershed  improvement  study." 

Massachusetts  Audubon  Society 'Drumlin 
Farm  Sanctuary  -  $65,000 

To  create  and  implement  a  watershed  curriculum  in  the  four  com- 
munities of  the  Cambridge  Reservoir  Watershed:  Waltham, 
Weston,  Lexington  and  Lincoln.  The  curriculum,  developed 
in  cooperation  with  local  teachers,  is  focused  on  middle  school 
students  with  adaptability  at  the  high  school  level. 
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The  Massachusetts  Environmental  Trust  shares  its  concern  for 
the  environment  with  hundreds  of  organizations  that  are  at  the 
forefront  of  grassroots,  regional,  and  statewide  efforts  to  protect 
the  Massachusetts  environment  for  current  and  future  genera- 
tions. We  support  the  efforts  of  nonprofit  organizations,  munici- 
palities, philanthropies,  educational  institutions,  and  community 
and  civic  groups  who  have  achievable  plans  with  far-reaching 
benefits  for  the  environment.  We  encourage  cooperative  efforts 
to  raise  environmental  awareness,  and  we  support  innovative 
approaches  to  protect  and  restore  our  waters  and  related  resources 
throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Unrestricted  Grants  Program  consists  of  a  portfolio  of  Trust- 
initiated  programs  that  address  various  environmental  efforts 
regarding  coastal  and  inland  waters  and  related  resources,  the 
habitats  and  biodiversity  they  support,  and  the  education  of  our 
citizens  about  these  resources.  The  Trust  takes  a  positive,  activist 
approach  to  its  program  development  and  grantmaking — from 
the  creation  of  our  environmental  license  plate  program,  the 
source  of  all  of  the  Trust's  Unrestricted  grants,  to  the  Trust's  three- 
year  planning  cycle  and  rolling  system  of  program  evaluations 
that  allows  the  Trust  to  be  flexible  and  responsive  to  the  envi- 
ronmental community  . 


In  2000,  we  offered  seven  Unrestricted 
Grants  Programs: 

•  Community  Foundation  Endowment  Program 

•  Directed  Grants  Program 

•  General  Grants  Program 

•  New  Alliances  Program 

•  Regional  Planning  Support  Program 

•  Threatened  and  Endangered  Species  Program 

•  Water  Quality  Monitoring  Program 

In  all,  42  grants  were  made  in  2000  that  have  widespread  impact 
on  the  Commonwealth's  waters  and  related  resources.  The  next 
nine  pages  describe  these  grants  in  detail. 
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This  program  helps  community  foundations  build  environmen' 
tal  grantmaking  capacity  by  offering  1:1  match  challenge  grants. 

Berkshire  Taconic  Community  Foundation, 
Qreat  Barrington  -  $150,000 

Since  1987,  the  Berkshire  Taconic  Community  Foundation 
(BTCF)  has  been  a  strong  supporter  of  the  arts,  health,  and 
educational  programs  in  the  Berkshire  area,  with  significant 
interest  in  environmental  initiatives  throughout  the  communities 
it  serves.  The  BTCF  cultivates  philanthropy  to  improve  the 
quality  of  life  in  the  Berkshires  by  acquiring  charitable  funds, 
providing  community  leadership,  distributing  grants  to  local 
nonprofits,  assisting  donors,  and  prudently  managing  the 
Foundation's  resources.  It  acts  as  a  steward  of  the  area's  revered 
landscape,  which  includes  the  Housatonic  River,  lakes,  and  ponds 
throughout  Berkshire,  Litchfield,  Columbia,  and  Dutchess  coun- 
ties. In  2000,  the  BTCF  established  the  Berkshire  Environmental 
Endowment,  the  area's  first  comprehensive  endowment  of  its 
kind,  to  nurture  community-oriented  projects  focused  on  water 
quality  and  related  land  issues. 

The  Foundation  made  significant  strides,  almost  immediately 
matching  the  funds  awarded  by  the  Massachusetts  Environmental 
Trust.  These  funds  have,  in  turn,  reached  numerous  organizations 
that  will  have  great  impact  on  preserving  and  improving  the 
waters  and  related  resources  in  the  Berkshires  and  educating  the 
citizens  who  live  and  work  in  this  historic  and  scenic  area. 

Community  Foundation  of  Cape  Cod, 
Yarmouthport  -  $100,000 

To  aid  expansion  of  the  Cape  Cod  Environmental  Initiative  to 
address  critical  watershed  issues. 


Crossroads  Community  Foundation,  Natick  -  $100,000 

To  help  the  foundation  expand  its  environment  and  community 
initiative  to  benefit  local  environmental  organizations  focusing 
on  water  quality  and  related  programs. 

Qreater  Worcester  Community  Foundation, 
Worcester  -  $150,000 

To  further  the  efforts  of  local  organizations  that  offer  citizen  mon- 
itoring, educational  programs,  and  public  outreach  programs 
within  65  cities  and  towns  comprising  the  Greater  Worcester 
region. 
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This  board-directed  program  allows  the  Trust  to  occasionally 
address  needs  that  arise  outside  the  defined  guidelines  of  the 
other  formal  programs. 

Associated  Qrant  Makers  -  $10,000

Education  -  $2,500  (Awards  from  the  Secretary  of  Environmental 
Affairs  honoring  the  efforts  of  those  who  help  foster  environmental 
education.) 

To  support  awards  to  nine  schools  in  Massachusetts  for  programs 
that  benefit  water  quality  in  the  Commonwealth.  Esten 
Elementary,  Rockland  -  $400;  Ware  Middle  School,  Ware  -  $400; 
Silvio  O.  Conte  Community  School,  Pittsfield  -  $300;  Driscoll 
School,  Brookline  -  $300;  Hastings  Elementary,  Westboro  -  $300; 
Minuteman  Regional  High  School,  Lexington  -  $300;  L.G. 
Nourse  Elementary,  Norton  -  $200;  Nauset  Regional  High 
School,  North  Eastham  -  $200;  Hennigan  Community  School, 
Jamaica  Plain -$100. 

American  Heritage  Rivers  Program  Qrant:  Connecticut  River 
Watershed  Council  -  $7,500 

To  support  the  hiring  of  interns  to  complete  an  inventory  of  ero- 
sion sites  along  the  Massachusetts  portion  of  the  Connecticut 
River.  The  inventory  provides  a  means  to  identify  and  prioritize 
projects  as  part  of  the  Connecticut  River's  American  Heritage 
River  designation. 

Community  Foundation  Partnership  Initiative  Qrant:  Essex 
County  Community  Foundation  -  $25,000 

To  conduct  the  Environmental  Stewardship  Initiative  to  build  an 
understanding  of  the  connections  between  human  activities  and 
their  impact  on  the  water  and  related  resources  of  Essex  County. 
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This  program  supports  general  environmental  projects  state- 
wide  with  a  focus  on  water  and  related  resources. 

Berkshire  Natural  Resources  Council  -  $10,000 

To  prepare  and  publish  the  Berkshire  Watershed  Interpretive 
Guides.  The  guides  contain  highly  detailed  shaded  relief  maps  for 
two  important  watershed  areas  in  Berkshire  County:  the 
Housatonic  River  Watershed  and  the  Schenob  Brook/Karner 
Brook  Watershed. 

Cape  Cod  Stranding  Network  -  $10,000 

To  support  "Investigations  of  Marine  Mammals  Beached  on  Cape

To  evaluate  existing  water  resources  and  "environmentally  zone" 
the  town  of  Holliston  to  protect  the  town's  water  resources 
into  the  future.  The  project  entails  aquifer  modeling  and  soil 
examination,  evaluation  of  town  by-laws  and  state  laws  to 
develop  amendments,  and  providing  the  town  with  a  prioritiza- 
tion of  existing  open  space  purchases  or  easements  critical  to 
aquifer  recharge.

To  educate  high  school  students  about  current  research  related  to 
watershed  issues  by  bringing  researchers  into  the  classroom. 
Subsequent  research  projects  conducted  by  the  students  will  be 
posted  in  malls  and  other  public  places,  as  well  as  on  school  web 
sites  for  public  visibility. 

Coalition  for  Buzzards  Bay  -  $14,050 

To  expand  school  and  community-based  education  efforts  to 
include  new  programs  involving  life-sized,  "dissectable"  models 
of  two  of  the  bay's  largest  creatures — the  Harbor  seal  and 
the  Leatherback  turtle — in  order  to  provide  a  new  bay  education 
experience. 
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Environmental  League  of  Massachusetts  -  $18,000 

To  launch  a  coast-wide  public  education  campaign  focused  on 
raising  citizen  awareness  of  the  need  for  coordinated  coastal  pol- 
lution monitoring  and  consistent  beach  water  quality  testing. 

Lower  Cape  ComniunicationsfWOMR  -  $8,000 

To  continue  the  production  of  a  series  of  environmental  programs 
entitled  "The  Cape  Cod  Environmental  Roundtable."  Reporters 
do  in-depth  pieces  on  issues  pertinent  to  the  Cape's  environment 
which  are  then  followed  with  roundtable  discussions  by  panelists 
representing  multifaceted  viewpoints  of  the  topic. 

MIT  Sea  Qrant  College  Program  -  $13,000 

To  convene  a  Conference  on  Behavior  of  Capped  Contaminated 
Sediments  in  CADS  that  is  national  and  international  in  scope. 

QL¥ I  Atlantic  Center  for  the  Environment  -  $7,500 

To  build  an  awareness  of  the  watershed  and  fisheries  among  visi- 
tors and  young  people  in  the  area  by  working  with  local  inns  and 
tourist  establishments  to  develop  mini  "eco-tours"  for  visitors  that 
focus  on  the  river  and  salmon  restoration  efforts.  Assistance  is 
also  being  provided  to  local  schools  to  develop  a  curriculum  in 
support  of  the  program.

To  establish  and  maintain  a  Moderated  News  Group  linked  to  the 
Massachusetts  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions'  web 
site.  The  newsgroup  provides  Conservation  Commissioners  with 
a  tool  to  access  the  vast  knowledge  and  experience  of 
Commissioners  in  other  cities  and  towns. 


Save  the  Harbor/Save  the  Bay  -  $20,000 

To  support  the  "Sustaining  the  Boston  Harbor  Cleanup 
Initiative"  by  providing  accurate  and  timely  information  to  the 
public  from  firsthand  monitoring  of  activity  on  the  water  and 
enabling  the  public  to  voice  their  concerns  regarding  the 
Massachusetts  Water  Resource  Authority's  Outfall  Tunnel  to 
regulatory  and  scientific  committees. 

South  Shore  Natural  Science  Center  -  $6,235 

To  develop  and  implement  a  pilot  environmental  education  pro- 
gram at  Willowbrook  Farm  in  Pembroke  centering  on  the  study  of 
wetlands  and  waterways. 

Springfield  Science  Museum  -  $19,560 

To  continue  support  for  the  River  Education  Awareness  Program 
consisting  of  a  multi-disciplinary  environmental  curriculum  for 
2000  eighth-grade  students  and  teachers  highlighting  the  history, 
ecology,  and  chemistry  of  the  Mill  River  watershed  in  Springfield. 

The  Watershed  Institute  -  $20,000 

To  support  the  pilot  year  of  the  Urban  Ecology  Field  Study 
Program  on  the  Charles  and  Mystic  Rivers.  This  program 
provides  concrete  data  on  the  health  and  recovery  of  these 
urban  rivers,  as  well  as  a  model  for  engaging  urban  youth  and 
their  families  in  the  effort  to  restore  urban  ecosystems. 
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The  Wildlands  Trust  of  Southeastern  Massachusetts  -  $20,000 

As  one  of  the  partners  in  creating  the  Natural  Resources  Plan  for 
Southeastern  Massachusetts,  a  comprehensive  assessment  and 
management  plan  for  this  rapidly  growing  region,  The  Wildlands 
Trust  is  responsible  for  gathering  and  managing  the  data  collect- 
ed and  providing  specialized  information  for  high  priority  areas. 
The  Wildlands  Trust  has  collected  open  space  and  master  plan 
documents  from  61  towns  and  cities  to  assemble  baseline  natural 
resource  information  and  inventories,  identify  information  gaps, 
and  assess  impact  or  threat  to  each  open  space  parcel  or  managed 
natural  area. 

Additionally,  the  Wildlands  Trust  has  summarized  regional  socio- 
political issues  related  to  conservation  interests  and  drafted 
protocols  for  natural  community  sampling  and  data  management 
in  conjunction  with  Mass  GIS  and  the  Natural  Heritage  and 
Endangered  Species  Program.  Adding  to  this  comprehensive 
database,  the  Wildlands  Trust  collected  species  distribution 
information  from  state-wide'  atlas  projects  for  birds,  mussels, 
mammals,  fisheries,  and  herpetiles,  collected  survey  information 
from  public  agencies,  resource  assessments  and  site  profiles  from 
conservation  nonprofits,  and  compiled  a  fisheries  database  for 
regional  streams. 

Fieldwork  includes  focusing  on  several  insect  species,  document- 
ing the  northern  diamondback  turtle,  and  collecting  data  on 
over  50  vernal  pools.  The  Wildlands  Trust  has  brought  in 
experts  in  natural  sciences  to  conduct  this  major  ecological 
assessment,  which  is  estimated  to  be  completed  in  one  to  two 
years. 
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This  program  promotes  stewardship  and  forges  nontraditional 
alliances  between  environmentalists  and  resource  users  such  as 
municipalities,  conservation  districts,  state  agencies,  sportsman 
clubs,  and  forestry  organizations. 

Conservation  Law  Foundation  -  $30,000 

This  grant  supports  the  Conservation  Law  Foundation's  efforts  to 
identify  market-based  solutions  to  the  region's  fishery  crisis.  The 
CLF  has  conducted  extensive  research  regarding  ecolabeling  and 
third  party  certification  of  sustainable  fishery  products.  Research 
has  shown  that  consumers  prefer  to  purchase  seafood  that  is 
labeled  as  having  been  harvested  from  sustainable  resources. 
Green  marketing  and  ecolabeling  opportunities  are  being  identi- 
fied to  promote  sustainable  fisheries.  Alliances  have  been  formed 
between  various  groups  in  the  fish  industry,  including  the  Cape 
Cod  Commercial  Hook  Fishermen's  Association. 

Manomet  Center  for  Conservation  Sciences,  Inc.  -  $20,020 

To  develop  a  novel  approach  where,  with  the  help  of  the  fishing 
industry,  fishing  gears  and  practices  are  modified  so  as  to  reduce 
unwanted  bycatch  and  bottom  impact. 

New  England  Aquarium  -  $13,000 

To  provide  support  for  the  North  Atlantic  Right  Whale 
Consortium  for  annual  meetings,  review  of  right  whale  conserva- 
tion activities,  and  facilitation  of  the  Consortium  databases. 
Through  these  activities,  communication  between  stakeholders  is 
improved,  and  collaborations  between  industry  and  scientists  are 
promoted. 

Worcester  County  Conservation  Districts   -  $15,000 

To  support  the  Pure  Water  Stewardship  Project,  a  source  water 
protection  effort  focused  on  the  subwatersheds  of  the  Nashua  and 
Chicopee  rivers,  by  educating  landowners  about  the  many  types 
of  assistance  available  for  improving  stewardship  of  thousands  of 
acres  of  privately-owned,  unprotected  water  supply  lands. 
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This  program  provides  assistance  in  implementing  regional 
plans  aimed  at  point  and  non-point  source  pollution,  environ- 
mentally responsible  land  use,  and  habitat  restoration. 

ISAanomet  Center  for  Conservation  Sciences  -  $21,000 

Manomet's  part  in  creating  a  natural  resources  database  for 
Southeastern  Massachusetts  requires  identifying  and  acquiring 
available  data  in  both  Geographic  Information  Systems  (GIS) 
and  tabular  formats.  By  working  closely  with  MassGIS,  the 
organization  is  creating  a  comprehensive  community  map  of  the 
region  using  aerial  photography  and  on-the-ground  field  teams 
to  verify  information.  To  introduce  community  members  to  the 
biodiversity  of  the  region,  Manomet  organized  expert-guided 
walks  and  demonstrations  at  a  "Biodiversity  Days"  event. 

Buzzards  Bay  Project  /  Barnstable  County  Department  of 
Health  &  Environment  -  $25,000 

To  support  the  second  year  of  monitoring  at  the  Massachusetts 
Alternative  Septic  System  Test  Center,  which  evaluates,  pro- 
motes and  facilitates  state  permitting  of  alternative  septic  systems 
in  order  to  provide  consumers  and  municipalities  with  cost-effec- 
tive advanced  treatment  systems  with  improved  performance  for 
nitrogen  and  other  pollutant  removal. 

Charles  River  Watershed  Association  -  $9,558 
To  provide  a  regional  model  for  groundwater  management  by 
using  a  stormwater  infiltration  project  in  Franklin,  MA  as  a  small- 
scale  demonstration  for  the  regional  group. 

TKe  Nature  Conservancy  -  $13,750 

To  guide  ecologically  responsible  and  compatible  residential 
development  in  the  Town  of  Kingston  by  partnering  with  the 
Water  Department  to  assist  in  the  planning  and  development  of 
the  water  supply. 

Salem  Sound  2000  -  $10,500 

To  establish  and  maintain  a  municipal  Clean  Beaches  and 
Streams  Network  by  coordinating  municipal  and  volunteer 
monitoring  programs,  training  members  to  identify  and  locate 
pollution  sources,  and  educating  municipal  staff  and  officials  on 
their  ability  to  correct  water  quality  problems  and  on  the  benefits 
of  these  actions. 

Trust  for  Public  Land,  Boston  -  $14,000 

To  conduct  the  title  research  necessary  to  further  the  creation  of 
conservation  easements  on  lands  surrounding  the  Neponset 
Estuary,  as  well  as  leverage  private  support  for  the  proposed  reuse 
of  a  brownfield. 
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This  program  responds  to  timely  and  critical  needs  to  ensure 
survival  of  threatened  and  endangered  species  within  the 
Commonwealth.  This  year,  the  program  focused  on  habitat. 

TKe  Nature  Conservancy  -  $20,000 

In  keeping  with  The  Nature  Conservancy's  mission  to  preserve 
plants,  animals,  and  natural  communities  that  represent  the 
diversity  of  life  on  Earth  by  protecting  the  lands  and  waters  they 
need  to  survive,  this  grant  funds  the  Conservancy's  efforts  in 
aiding  the  federally-listed  endangered  bog  turtle  (Clemmys 
muhlenbergii).  Many  wetland  communities  critical  to  the  bog 
turtles  are  threatened  by  the  loss  of  natural  processes  that  main- 
tain early  successional  habitats  required  for  nesting  and  breeding. 
The  Conservancy  will  see  to  determine  the  habitat  dynamics  in 
pre-settlement  times  as  a  model  for  effective  habitat  management 
today. 

Qeorgia  Environmental  Policy  Institute  -  $6,600 

To  publish  12  issues  of  Right  Whale  News  over  the  years 
2000-2002,  and  to  continue  expanded  coverage  and  distribution 
of  the  newsletter  in  New  England  and  Canada. 

New  England  Aquarium  -  $21,871 

To  determine  the  habitat  critical  to  the  survival  of  the  bridle 
shiner,  Notropis  bifrenatus,  a  state-listed  species  of  special  con- 
cern, through  the  survey  and  assessment  of  lakes  and  rivers  in 
eastern  Massachusetts. 

Town  of  Barnstable  —  Department  of  Recreation  -  $20,000 

To  mitigate  non-vehicular  impacts  on  the  nesting,  foraging,  and 
staging  habitat  of  piping  plovers  and  least  terns.  The  project  will 
focus  on  some  of  the  most  productive  shorebird  habitats  on  Cape 
Cod — Sandy  Neck  Beach  Point  and  Littleneck. 
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This  program  focuses  attention  on  water  quality  monitoring 
issues  throughout  the  Commonwealth's  coastal  areas  and 
waterways. 

Mass.  Water  Watch  Partnership  at 
UMASS/Amherst  -  $30,000 

Since  1990,  MWWP  has  offered  training  and  other  technical 
assistance  to  citizen  organizations  which  conduct  water  quality 
monitoring  programs  on  the  lakes,  rivers,  and  estuaries  of 
Massachusetts.  The  organization  offers  standardized  protocols 
for  volunteers  and  measurement  of  a  variety  of  physical,  chemi- 
cal, and  biological  water  quality  parameters.  It  also  produces 
documentation  and  provides  consultation,  workshops,  and  a 
quality  control  program  for  field  sampling  and  laboratory 
methods,  as  well  as  hosting  an  annual  conference.  Funds  help 
the  MWWP  expand  its  current  services  by  including  assistance 
with  written  study  designs,  annual  program  reviews,  and  quality 
assurance  project  plans. 

Housatonic  Valley  Association  -  $16,452 

To  initiate  the  water  quality  monitoring  phase  of  HVA's  Stream 
Team  program. 

Tisbury  Waterways,  Inc.  -  $5,000 

To  continue  and  expand  TWI's  "Water  Based  Learning  Project" 
on  Martha's  Vineyard  to  include  teacher  training  workshops  as 
well  as  water  quality  studies  of  Lake  Tashmoo,  Edgartown  Great 
Pond,  Sengekonacket  Lake,  and  their  respective  watersheds.

A 
leading  marine  scientist  devoted  to 
understanding  and  protecting  whales, 
Ellie  brought  amazing  passion  and 
conviction  to  her  work  at  the 
Conservation  Law  Foundation  and 
was  highly  respected  for  her  difficult 
role  in  advocating  changes  and  offer- 
ing solutions  to  rebuild  New 
England's  depleted  ground  fish  stocks. 
We  are  grateful  to  have  had  the 
opportunity  to  know  and  work  with 
Ellie.  Her  vibrant  personality  and 
professional  accomplishments  have 
left  an  indelible  mark  on  the  marine 
environment  as  well  as  on  those  who 
knew  her.
